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WILKESBARRE, Pa., Oct. 14.—President 
Mitchell at noon stated to press represen- 
tatives that no _ settlement of the coal 
strike can be made by the officers of the 
union without the consent of a convention 
composed of delegates from the various lo- 
eal unions. This .would probably require 
10 days’ time.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The speedy end 
of the coal strike now. depends upon the 
action of President Mitchell and his ad- 
vigers. 

Will they accept or reject the plan of 
settlement proposed by the coal mine own- 
«re presented to President Roosevelt 
through J. P. Morgan? 

In brief, the terms proposed by Mr. Mor- 
gan, are: 

The appointment of a commission to be 
chosen by the President of the United 
States to whom shall be referred all ques- 
tions at issue between the companies and 
their own employes, whether they belong 
to a union or not. The decision of the 
commission shall be accepted by the oper- 
ators. 


The commission of five persons is to con- 
sist of an army or navy engineer not con- 
nected with the coal mining properties, one 
of the judges of the United States courts 
of the eastern district of Pennsylvania, a 
man of prominence, eminent as a sociolo- 
gist, and a man who, by active participa- 
tion in mining and selling coal, is familiar 
with the physical and commercial features 
of the business. 


The operators also make a part of their 
' proposition that the ‘Miners shall return to 
work as s00on as the commission is con- 
wtituted and cease all interference with 
nonunion men. 


The commission is to name a date when 
its findings shall be effective and to govern 
conditions of employment between the com- 
panies and their.own employes for at least 
three years. 

Telegrams from -Wilkesbarre Say that 
the plan of settlement {fs not wholly satis- 
iactory to President Mitchell and the oth- 
er leaders of the miners’ cause. 


If Mitchell follows the usual form which 
is followed in union matters, he will send 
for the three district presidents for dis- 
cussion, and it is not unlikely that the 
whole plan will ‘be laid before a convention 
of the mine workers. If this procedure is 
observed and the miners should accept the 
proposition, there could be no general re- 
sumption of mining for at least two weeks.

‘By authority of Mr. J. P. Morgan, who, 
with his partner, Robert Bacon, and Sec- 
retary Root, were in conference with Presi-

Today is the coldest October day St. 


Louis has had for four years. The tem- 
perature at 7 o’clock was 3 degrees. Last 
year, the year before and the year before 
that the mercury never even thought of 
going below the 40 mark.

ANOTHER “LOW” COMING. 

Another “low’ is coming to us from the 
Northwest and it will warm things up a 
bit.

MEXICO MUST PAY $1,820,000 


THE HAGUE, Oct. 14.—The arbitration 
court In the Pius fund case has condemned 
Mexico to pay the United States $1,820,000 
in Mexican currency. 

The Pius fund was created more than 


two centuries ago by Spaniards for the 
purpose of makig converts in Mexico. 
When California became a part of the 
United States, contention arose over the 
control of the fund. The fund amounts 
to an annual interest at 6 per cent upon a 
capital sum of $715,000, which represents 
the amount which it fs declared was the 
Amer'can share of the Pius fund when the 
matter was adjudicated upon by a mixed 
commission in 1869. The Mentoane paid 6 
per cent on this sum in accordance with 
the award of the mixed commission for 21 
years, from 1848 till 1869, since which time 
they have not paid a penny, and the mat- 
ter has been continuously a dispute be- 
tween the governments. 

Since then the Americans have contended 
their right to this money which they af- 
firmed was settled for all time by the de- 
cision of Sir Edward Thornton in 1869. The 
Mexican government maintains that while 
Thornton’s awani was decisive up to the 
year of 1869, when it was delivered, it 
yerers nothing as to whether the Catholic 

hurch of California has a right to draw 
that 6 per cent annually in perpetuity.

Arguments on Demurrer Continue This 
Afternoon—Defense Will Move to 
Quash Indictment If It Is 
Overruled. .

COLUMBIA, Mo.,; Oct. 14.—Judge Hock- 
aday’s decision whether the Butler bribery 
case shall go to the jury is not expected 
before Wednesday morning. 

The arguments now in progress will last 
until 6 o’clock this afternoon or later and 
the judge is then expected to take the case 
under adV@ement. The principal argument 
of the defense has been unconstitutionality 
of the garbage ordinance. 

The state has upheld the ordinance, but 
has held that, even if the ordinance is un- 
sound, Butler can be prosecuted for his 
attempt to influence Dr. Chapman's action 
on the contract, 


It was exactly 8 o’clock when Judge Hock- 
aday entered the courtroom. Law students 
of the university filled one side of court. 
No class will meet in law school during 
the trial, the instructors believing the 
legal handling of the case would be such 
as to afford the students more practical 
instruction than they could gain from &@ 
week of lectures. : 

Ed Butler, Jr., was the first of the de 
fenso’s party to enter the well-filled room. 
Judge Krum was the first of the attorneys 
for the defense. When court opened de- 
fendant Butler was not in his seat. Gov. 
Johnson entered on the minute of the 
sheriff's ‘“‘Oyez."’ None of the attorneys 
had any explanation to offer for the ab- 
sence of Butler. Without the defendant the 
trial could not proceed. The lawyers of- 
fered to waive his presence, but the judge 
held this could not be done. 

BUTLER WAS UNCONCERNED. 

Attorney Rowe hurried tothe hotel, 
where he found Butler still'in his room. 
He was cautioned to come if necessary 
without his breakfast, or he would be ex- 
pected to receive a lecture from the court. 

“All right, I'll be down itn a few min- 
utes,’ said Butler, and Rowe so informed 
the court.

Judge Hockaday gave him a stern, for- 
bidding look, but the defendant apparently 
did not notice him, and proceeded to one 
of the seats provided for the jurors. 

KRUM OPENED ARGUMENT. 

Judge Krum opened the argument on the 
demurrer. He described the indictment as 
charging that Butler had approached Dr. 
Merrill in one case and Dr. Chapman in 
another for the purpose of influencing thelr 
votes on garbage reduction contract, which 
Butler said was about to come before the 
board of health. oe 

He then related the history of the gar- 
bage ordinance, as told in the indictment, 
telling how it was passed by the assembly 
with an emergency clause and following its 
progress until the bids came before the 
board for approval. _ 

Judge Krum laid down the following 
points on the basis of his argument. 

The ordinance upon which depended the 
authority of the board ‘of, health to ap- 
prove the garbage is void for these rea- 
sons: 

1. The contract being for public work the 
ordinance should ,have emanated from the 
Board of Pubiic Improvements and shouid 
have provided for the letting of the con- 
tract by such board. 

9 The ordinance is void because. the 
Municipal Assembly has no authority to 
empower the Board of Health to make 
such a contract. 

8. The ordinance undertook to delegate to 
the Board of Health the legislative powers 
of tho assembly. The.contract to be made 
would have been vcoid because made ia 
name and in behalf of health board. 

BUTLER CHEWING GUM. 

While Judge Krum read the substance of 
the charge, heard then for the first time in 
court, Butler sat in one of the cane- 
bottomed jury chairs, complacently chew- 
ing gum. Occasionally he leaned forward 
to speak to Ed Butler, Jr. 

“No offense is stated against the statute 
concerning bribery, or against the statute 
on attempted bribery,” sald Judge Krum. 

“No offense of bribery could be commit- 
ted in connection with this ordinance,” 
said Judge Krum. 

“The ordinance is vold, because it did 
not comply with the charter. The charter 
requires that all contracts for public work 
should be let by the Board of Public Im- 
provements.” 

“The ordinances 48 a mere undertaking 
on the part of the Board of Health to as- 
sume legislative powers. 

“pyen though the ordinance is valid, it 
is not stated that the company was about 
to make a bid, but that the deferdant said 
it was about to make a bid.

BRIBERY STATUTE. 

Judge Krum then read the bribery stat- 
ute and the law against attempted bribery, 
the charge In the present case. 

“The question depends on the validity 
of the ordinance,”’ sald Judge Krum. 

“The ordinance called for the doing of 
public work for the benefit of the people 
of St. Louls. Under the charter it must 
be let by the Board of Public Improve- 
mer.ta. 

“The city cannot contract except tn a 
private capacity. It can only let contracts 
in behalf of the people, and these can be

Judge Krum made a forcible plea to the 
court for Butler, saying: '“He is a man 
like us all, with the same impulses, the 
same feeling, the same passions.’’ 

“He has a big heart and a genial soul 
This is the man against whom the state’s 
target has been directed, 

“He has been pictured as a monster of 
most frightful mien and his appearance 
has been awaited by this well ordered 
community with something of the terror 
which the Scotch nurses used to inspire 
in children by the threat that the ‘Black 
Douglas’ would get them. 

“And yet I venture to say that this 
court and the people of this county will 
find him a man with the ordinary attrib- 
utes of humanity. 

‘It will be found that he is warmed by 
the same summer, cooled by the same win- 
ter; in short, has many of the attributes 
of these learned and Christian gentlemen, 
whose names appear signed to this indict- 
ment; these men who, after keeping the 
matter secret for months, suddenly, in a 
spasm of virtuous wrath, brought against 
him this accusation.’’

ARE THE ELECTION COMMISSION- 
ERS IN CONTEMPT? 


Decision in the Bolton Suit for $9000 

Damages, Involving the Fellow- 

Servant Law, Sustained by 
Judge Valiant. 


Special to the Post-D'epatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Oct. 14.—In the 
mandamus proceedings of Dr. Hill of St. 
Louis to compel the State Board of Equali- 
zation to assess corporations at the cash 
value of their property, Attorney-General 
Crow this morning filed a motion in the 
Supreme Court to quash the information 
filed by Dr. Hill. The court took the mo- 
tion under advisement. No decision has 
been. reached yet, 


In the court in bane City Counselor 
Bates of St. Louis has filed a return and 
answer cf the board of election commis- 
sioners uf that city to the order in pro- 
hibition issued against them some time 
ago by Judge Robinson of the supreme 
court at chambers, prohibiting them from 
recognizing anyone in the Republican cen- 
tral committee except the old and regular- 
ly elected members and to select judges 
and clerks of election from lists submitted 
by them. This order of Judge Robinseun 
was ignored by the election commissioners 
and Attorney John A. Gilliam appeared 
before the court and objected to the elec- 
tion commissioners being allowed by the 
court to file this return and answer, until 
they purged themselves of the contempt of 
the order. He declared that the election 
commissioners were wholly in contempt of 
Judge Robinson’s order, and that they 
should be compelled to appear before the 
court here and purge themselves of the 
contempt. The court announced that it 
would take the matter up a8 800N as pos- 
sible and look into it. 

The Supreme Court reaffirmed its for- 
mer decisions in the fellowservant law. 
In this case John M. Belton ets $9000 
against the Missouri Pacific Railway Co. 
for personal injudtes sustained by him 
while shipping a carload of stock over the 
coinpany’s road at Tipton. Bolton was @ 
stock shipper of Morgan County, residing 
near Versailles. He loaded a car of stoc 
there and started to the St. Leuls market. 
While switching the car at Tipton Bolton 
was thrown to the floor of the car and a 
cow fell on him as the result of coupling 
the car. Bolton was crippled for life. The 
trial court found that his injuries were due 
to negligence of the employes of the rall- 
way company, and therefore gave Bolton 
judgment for $9000 damages, and division 
No. 1 of the Supreme Court this morning 
in an opinion by Judge Valliant, affirmed 
that judgment. ; 

In the mandamus »roceedings of the So- 
cialistic party to comps! Secretary of State 
Cook to publish their tickets on the offi- 
cial ballot, Maj. H. Julian of Kansas

Lok. Mantell, champion cakewa!ker, who 
spent tome time as a soldier in the United 
States army in the Philippines, but who has 
now returned to 8t. Louis, tells some ir- 
teresting stories of his experience while 
in the land of the little brown men. 

With the Third United States Cavalry 
he left St. Louis Aug. i, 1899. They went 
across the country to Seattle, Wash., from 
Which place they sailed Aug. 25. They ar- 
rived at Dutch Harbur, Alaska, Sept. 9, 
having seen thousands of whales on the 
Way. When they were three days out 
from Alaska they struck a nasty bit of 
weather that made all the soldiers sick and 
Caused the horses to turn somersaults in 
their stalls. 

This lasted for four days until they 
reached t China Sea. They anchored at 
Kobe, Japan, Sept. 24. went ashore and 
into camp on the beach. Here they had 
& pleasant time with the Japanese. 

From Kobe they went to Manila where 
they unloaded and went by rail into the 
interior of the island. 

The railroad trains are described as be- 
ing curious. affairs that travel about 2 
miles-an hour. 

Early in November their rations gave 
out and they had to ride back five miies 
to get some food that was in boxes out in 
a river. 


MANY SOLDIERS DRYWNED. 

On the way they were compelled to ford 
a river where the current was dangerous. 
The horses swam well, but many of the 
soldiers were drowned. That night they 
flept in the rain and for several days 
_. traveled and camped in the pouring water, 
but they were so tired that they soon be- 
came accustomed to sleeping in the rain. 

The objective point of this rainy journey 
Was a town where the insurgents were 
taken by surprise. Here the wife of Aguin- 
aldo was captured together with her body 
guard and medical supplies and bull carts 
of provisions. The day of the capture 
Aguinaldo’s son was® born. 

With their captives the troop went on 
following the insurgent army. 

In the town of Tayag they captured a 
storehouse of American flour made in Ore- 
on, 1000 rounds of ammunition and arms. 

hey continued after the insurgent army 
so closely that the insurgents liberated 200 
Spanish prisoners. The prisoners ran to 
the American soldiers with many manifes- 
tations of glee, but the Americans went 
on after their prey. 

They skirted the town of Herre, where 
they found that the citizens had _ been 
warned of their approach. The soldiers 
came upon them fleeing from their city, 
their arms filled with goods and driving 
their bull carts before them. About th's 
time the American soldiers discovered the 
foute of the insurgents’ bull train, which 
was loaded with provisions. uniforms and 
valuable papers from Aguinaldo'’s war de- 
partment. 


VOLLEYS FIRED AT THEM. 
Later on in the season. when the army 
had returned to San Nicklos a detachment 
of men who had been sent out on scout 
duty captured an insurgent riding a water 
buffalo and who had in his possession a 


large sum of money. He was, sent back to 
San Nicklos under guard of William Young. 
Whfie they were traveling along two vol- 
leys were fired at them. Young managed 
to hold his prisoner. The detachment, héear- 
ing. “she firing, returned. 

“They dismounted and opened fire. It was 
returned. When the firing ceased there 
were three men wounded, one horse killed 
and a man by the name of Charles Dickon 
captured by the insurgents. It was said 
that he was burned alive. 

All that was ever found of him was his 
hat and shoes in a rice field. The guard 
went back to San Nicklos and reported.

The troops dismounted and walked to 
the place from which the firing had come.

BARONS’ ARBITRATION PLAN 


Statement Prepared by Them and Made 
Public After Presentation to 
President Roosevelt. 


Special to the Post-D‘epatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—When the oper- 
ators had agreed un the terms upon which | 
they were wiliing to arbitrate and had 
prepared a statement embodying them, 
Pierpont Morgan and his partner, Mr. Ba- 
con, were delegated to go to Washington 
and lay the plans before the Presédent be- 
fore they should be made public. 

After the President had looked them over, 
Secretary Cortelyou made them public. The 
statement is as follows: 

To the public: The managers of the different 
coal properties comprising the anhtracite coal 
fields wish their position in the present strike 
to be understood and, therefore, make the fol- 
lowing statement of facts: 

There are in the anthracite regions about 75 
epepating companies and firms and 147,000 miners 
and workmen, of whom 30,000 are under age, com- 
prising some twenty nationalities and dialects. 

Of these workmen, possibly one-half. belong to 


the United Mine Workers’ Union, of ‘Which Mr 
John Mitchell is president. That organization was 
originally formed in the bitum!nous coal regon 
and three-fourths of its members are miners of 
the bituminous coal and bitumnous cool is sold in | 
active competition with anthracite coal. 

The remaining workmen in the anhtracite fields, 
either belong to no union whatever, or do not be- 
long to the mne workers’ union, 

Say 20,000 Men 
Are Working Now. 

The present strike was declared by the Mine 
Workers’ Union on, the 10th day of May. i902. 
Since that time many workmen not belonging to 
or willing to follow that organization were work- 
ing in and about the mines. From 17,000 to W,- 
000 are now at work. Many more have wished to 
work, but have been prevented by a course of vio- 
lence and intimidation towards these working and 
towards their familie®, accompanied by the de- 
struction of properties. and e fear of death or 
bodily harm to every Man who wishes te exercise 
his right to work. 7 

A schedule is anne®ed hereto showing some of 
the things done to ¢féate thie reign of terror, and 
every instance stated can be ¥ d by reference 
to the officers of the law—civi] and military—in 
the anthracite region. 

This violence has continued and steadily in- 
creased, notwithstanding the repeated disavowale 
by Mr. Mitchell, and it is clear that he either 
cannot or will not prevent it, and that the rights 
of the other workmen cannot be protected under 
the supremacy of the Mine Workers’ Union, 

The coal companies believe that the wages paid 
in the coal regions are fair and full, and all that 
the business in its normal condition has been able 
to stand if the capital invested is to have any rea- 
sonable return. 


Their Investments Have 
Brought Small Returns, : 
The profits have been small. Several of the 


companies have become bankrupt and been reor- 


ganized several times. Several have never paid 
d:vidends and the dividends of the others have 
been a small return for the capital invested. 

It is not, however, the purpose of this statement 
to discuss this question. The undersigned are 
not, and never have been, unwilling to submit ques- 
tions between them and their workmen to any fair 
tribunal for decision. They are not willing to en- 
ter into arbitration with the Mine Workers’ Union 
an organization chiefly composed of men in a rival 
and competitive interest, and they are not willing 
to make any arrangement which will not secure to 
the men now working and all, now or hereafter 
wishing to work, whether they belong to the 
Mine Workers’ Union or not, the right and oppor- 
tunity to work in safety and without personal in- 
sult or bodily harm to themeelves or their fam!lies. 
For these reasons the arbitrations heretofore pro- 
posed have been declined. 


Arbitration Commission 


at Last Suggested. 
It will be remembered that, “at the conference 


in Washington, Oct. 3, we made the following of-

They, therefore, restate their 
positions that they are not discriminating against 
the United Mine Workers, but they insist that the 
miners’ union shall not discriminate against 
or refuee to work with nonunion men; that there 
shall be no restriction or deterioration in quantity 
or quality of work, and that, owing to the varying 
physical conditions of the anthracite mines eacn 
colliery is a problem by itself.

POST-DISPATCH LESSONS IN FOOTBALL 


' By HUGH WHITE, Coach of Washington University. 


LESSON XII. 
Formations—Runs by the Linemen. 
Running the ends and tackles has al- 

ready been considered in these lessons, and 
the only other men in the line to run with 
the ball are the guards; the center seldom, 
if ever, takes the ball for a run from a 
scrimmage. The guards have been very 
successfully used to advance the ball in re- 
cent years, even before the guards forma- 
tion was invented by Woodruff, the Penn- 
sylvania coach. 

The guard runs with the ball after the 
same method as the tackle. His aitack 
is directed against the line at the other 
side of the quarterback, just as is the 
case in the tackle runs. He passes hehind 
the quarter, who should turn in the same 
direction as the runnor is going, and after 
handing him the ball shouid get into the 
interference immediately behind him and 
aid in advancing the ball by pushing the 
runner with his shoulder rather than with 
his hands, as all the men behind the man 
carrying the ball should do. 

The other backs and the linemen on the 
same side of the line as the runner should 
get into the tandem; also the backs liead- 
ing the linemen, as a general thing. 

In the guards’ back formation the two 


linemen take the places of the halfvacks 
on each side of the fullback or else both 
stand on the same side, the order bing 
“gnards left’’ or ‘guards right.’’ as th>- 
case may be. This system gives awzy the 
general direction of the play. It has rather 
gone out of Wate, though some coaches stil!

The very best of linemen cannot hold 
their opponents forever, and somet mes a 
light man—say the quarter—is thrown bod- 
ily over the line in order to block a kick. 

One of the most effective, and at the same 
time simplest, of tricks is the double pass, 
The delayed pass is very much like it, the 
object being to fool the opponents as to 
what runner has the ball and where he is 
going to try to take it. 


QUARTERBACK’S DASH 
The quarterback frequently takes the 
ball for the final dash on a double pass. 
He has already passed the ball to one 
of the halfbacks, who starts as if to 


make a dash around one end. The inter- 
ference goes the same way as the half so 
as to more completely delude the opponents, 
As the halfback to whom the ball was first 
given runs past the quarter he gives the 
latter the ball for a dash around the end 
opposite the end he is then making for.

Roosevelt has broken tradition into frag- 
ments again.

Col, Bingham, aide to the President, 
called at the home of the ambassador and 


conducted him in state to the temporary 
White House. 

Secretary Hay met the ambassador at 
the entrance and accompanied him to the 
President. 

Heretofore the ceremonial has been for 
an ambassador to call upon the secre- 
tary of state in his office and for the 
oe then to accompany him to the Pres- 

ent. 

Until so presented, no notice of his pres- 
ence in the city was ever taken by the 
President. 

The fact that President Roosevelt in this 
instance sent his own carriage and his 
personal aide to escort the new ambassador 
to the White House marks a new denarture 
and rather lends eclat to the ‘hands across 
the sea’ idea, which was the feature of 
the compliments exchanged. 

Ladislaus Hengelmuller von Hengervar, 
the Austro-Hungarian minister and pros- 
yective ambassador, called at the White 

fouse to leave his card. He expected his 
credentials as an ambassador on Oct. l, 
but they have not ‘yet arrived. 

By «his accident Sir Michael Herbert will 
be at the foot of the list of ambasssadors 
only for a short time. 

The delay is a great disappointment to 
Mr. Hengelmuller, also to Mme.

CRASHED THROUGH 
Tht SKY-LIGHT 


PAINTER PROBABLY FATALLY 
HURT AT MERCANTILE 
TRUST BUILDING. 


LANDED IN THE CORRIDOR 


Jacob Rosenbaum Was at Work on the 
Roof of the Building and Stepped 
on the Skylight. 


Jacob Rosenbaum, a painter, crashed 
through the skylight of the Mercantile 
Trust bullding at 4 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, and was probably fatally injured. He 
struck the hardwood partition which sep- 


arates the private offices from the open 
lobby and, rebounding, fell on the floor in 
a heap, limp and unconscious. 

The man was sent to the City Dispensary 
and thence to the City Hospital, where it 
was learned that three ribs were broken 
and had penetrated the lung and that he 
had sustained severe scalp wounds. It was 
said he could scarcely recover. He is 33 
years old and lives at 778 Biddle street. 

He was painting the roof of the building, 
when he stepped upon the skylight unstead- 
ily and it could not sustain his weight. 
The heavy glass gave way and he plunged 
through it. The marble rotunda was crowd- 
ed with patrons of the institution and 
they were cover@ti with a shower of shat- 
tered giass, while the handsome furniture 
of the place was bespattered with paint 
which spilled from Rosenbaum’s bucket. 

The wreckage fell beside the desk of ASs- 
sistant Secretary J. B. Moberly.: who was 
standing a little apart talking with his wife 
and a Mrs. Adams. The ladies suffered 
from the shock and thelr dresses 
ruined by the paint, but their hats protected 
them from injury by the falling glass.

A TEXAS BEAUTY 


Divorced Wife of Millionaire 
Frank Witbeck. 


SOCIETY GIVEN A SURPRISE 


NOT GENERALLY KNOWN THAT A 
DIVORCE HAD BEEN GRANTED. 


As Miss Campbell, Mrs. Aloe Was the 
Original “‘Prettiest Girl in Texas’”’ 
—Lieut, Aloe Is a Handsome 
Man, and It Was Love 
at Sight. 


A special dispatch to the Post-Dispatch 
from Chicago, received Tuesday morning, 
states that Mrs. Minnie Campbell-Witbeck, 
who on Oct. 1 was married to Lieut. Alfred 
Aloc, U. S. A.. of St. Louis, is the former 
wife of Frank Witbeck, a nulti-milllonaire, 
who removed from Chicago to London 
about six years ago.

Marriage Not 
Expected Yet. 

Since his return from the Philippines 
last summer Lieut. Aloe has been stationed 
at El Paso. His family knew that he had 
met and become devoted to Mrs. Witbeck. 
They did not expact the marriage to occur, 
however, as soon as it did. 

None of the members of the Aloe family 
attended the wedding, which took place 
at the home of the bride’s sister, 193 ir- 
tieth street, Chicago. 

Irank Witbeck is the head of the vast 
Witbeck estate in Chicago, valued at many 
million dollars. He is the nephew of John 
Witbeck, one of Chicago’s wealthiest citi- 
zens. When Mrs. Witbeck was divorced 
from him the utmost secrecy was main- 
tained. The decree was granted by Judge 
futhill, it being agreed by all parties con- 
cerned, according to the dispatch, that the 
fact should never he divulged to any out- 
side of the two families.

You'll have a good excuse for staying out 
late Thursday night. Shortly before mid- 
night the moon will go out. It will not light 
up again until sometime Friday morning. 

This darkness will be but the result of a 
total eclipse of the moon, which will be 
visible in North and South America, in 
parts of New Zealand and the western 
portions of Eyrope and Asia. 

Here in St. Louis the moon will enter the 
outer shadow about 9:17-and end at 4 
minutes after midnight. The eclipse will 
be all over at 12:50 o’clock Friday morning. 

It will not be necessary for observers to 
smoke glasses or to prepare other instru- 
ments in order to obtain a view of the 
eclipse. 

It will be visible to the naked eye. 

The eclipse of the moon will be caused 
by the shadow of the earth falling upon 
the moon, which can only happen when the 
moon is at its full. The length of the 
earth’s shadow is nearly four times the 
distance of the earth from the moon, 
which {is 240,00) miles. When the moon is 
eclips2d it will pass through the broader 
part of this shadow. The breadth of the 
shadow where the moon will cross it is 
two and two-thirds times the breadth of 
the moon. 


Will Look Like 
a Nibbled Pie. a 

Soon after the moon enters the earth's 
shadow the obscured part of the moon will 
appear jet black and notched. 

It will look like a ple that rats or chil- 
dren have been nibbling. Just before the 
moon becomes hidden completely it will re- 
semble a new moon. 

When the total eclipse is over and the 
moon begins to leave the shadow a narrow 
crescent of light will appear upon its east- 
ern edge, which will continue to grow 
larger until the whole disk of the moon 
is visible. 

Little boys and larger ones may deter- 
mine the truth of the old statement long 
taught in geographies that the world is 
round. The shadow of the earth as thrown 
upon the moon -is one of the. strongest 
proofs that the earth is of a spherical 
shape. The shadow is circularly shaped. 
Nothing but a spherical body ever casts 
a circular shadow. 

Years. ago, before the phenomena of 
eclipses were understood, the disappear- 
ance of the moon caused much disturb- 
ance. Such is still the case in uncivilized 
countries of today. 

Moon’s Eclipse Won 
Wise Man Freedom. 

In the early periods of the American 
history it is related that a man of intelli- 
gence was once taken captive by savages. 
He was anxious to obtain his liberty or at 
least to preserve his lif>. He happened to 
know that it was about the time for a 
lunar eclipse. This knowledge he made 
use of to good purpose, 

He told the Indians that {[{f they did 
not release him that the moon would be 
put out. Sure enough on the named night 
the moon began to go into shadow, al- 
though the heavens were clear. 


The moon became fainter, and the fright 
of the Indians increased in the same pro- 
portion. They released their prisoner, only 
asking that he cause the moon to return. 
That part of his task was easy, and he 
left the camp thankful that he learned as- 
tronomy. 

Although most of the phenomena, in con- 


nection with the eclipses of the moon, have 
been explained by scientists the ‘‘shadow 
bands” that are sometimes apparent have 
never as yet had their cause determined. 
Some think they are due to unequal refrac- 
tion of Nght from the paling moon. These 
“shadow bands” are bands of light and 
shade that play over the earth and can 
sometimes be seen with great distinctness 
against the walls of houses. Sometimes the 
bands have a wavy appearance, sometimes 
they are quiet. 


The shadow of the eclipse itself is sald to 

be most awe-inspiring when viewed from 
a high place, where the rush of the shadow 
over the landscape can be seen. 
The shadow is said to come on Iike a 
strong wind. Different persons disagree as 
to the color of the shadow, some claiming 
that it is black, some yellow, some purple 
and some brown.

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BOETTGER WINS BY CONTEST 


Recount of Votes Gives Him Nomina-

IMPORTANT INSURANCE RULING 


Missouri Supreme Court Holds That 
Policy Written in Missouri Is 
Subject to the Laws of Missouri. 


Mary F. Smith of St. Louis got judgment 
in the Missouri Supreme Court at Jefferson 
City this morning for $8264.41, with 6 per 
cent interest thereon from July 1, 1898, 
against the Mutual Benefit Life Insurance 
Co. of New Jersey. The policy was on the 
life of Sam I. Smith for $10,000. 

At his death the company refused pay- 


ment of the policy on the ground that cash 
payments had been made on the policy and 
that the licy had lapsed. The Circuit 
Court of St. Louis gave judgment for the 
company, but division No. 1 of the Supreme 
Court, in an opinion by Judge Valliant, re- 
versed that es one and rendered judg- 
ment here for Mrs. Smith. 

The Supreme Court holds that, as the 
policy was written in St. Louis, it is a Mis- 
souri policy, and therefore gave Mrs. Smith 
the full value of the policy, less cost of 
payments and arrear premiums. 


WIFE ABANDONMENT CHARGED.

Dr. D. W. Chapman, a practicing phy- 
sician of Belleville, has been committed to 
jail in that city in default of $300 bond on 
a charge of wife abandonment.

PRIEST AT MANILA 


FR. STANTON FIRST AMERICAN 
ORDAINED IN PHILIPPINES. 


CEREMONIES IN° OLD CITY 


Army Officers Acted as Ushers and a 
Large Number of Persons of Va- 
rious Nationalities Attended— 

Fr. Dalton Acted as 
Deacon,’ 


A dispatch from Manila to the Post-Dis- 
patch states that Rev. Father William A. 
Stanton, 8. J., formerly of St. Louis, has 
the distinction of being the first American 
ordained to the Roman Catholic priesthood 
in the Philippine Islands. 

Father Stanton is a native of Missouri, 
but traveled much in search of knowledge 
during his 17 years of study in preparation 


for ordination. In the fall of 1901 he went 
to the Philippines and was stationed at 
the Manila Observatory, where he has been 
assisting Father Algui of that famous in- 
stitution. 

The ordination ceremonies were performed 
Friday, Aug. 15, by Bishop Martin Garcia 

Alcocer in St. Ignatius’ Church, on the 
Galle Arzibispo, in the walled or old city 
of Manila. wo days later Father Stan- 
ton celebrated solemn high mass for the 
first time, in the beautiful Ermita Church, 
which was tastefully decorated for the oc- 
casion. 

A great many people of almost every na- 
tionality attended and army officers acted 
as ushers, while a special choir of 16 voices, 
supported by the izal orchestra ‘of 

ieces, rendered Gounod’s mass. Rev. 

ather James A. Dalton, chaplain of the 
Fifth Cavalry, U. 8. A., acted as deacon; 
Rev. Father William D. McKinnon, chap- 
lain ofg the Third Cavalry, U. 8. A., was 
subdeacon, and Rev. Father F. B. Dough- 
erty, chaplain of the Eleventh United States 
Cavalry, officiated ds master of ceremonies. 
Rev. Father Dalton spoke briefly and after 
mass Father Stanton imparted his first 
blessing.

“EVERY MAN,” THE NEW PASSION PLAY 
IS WEIRD, UNCANNY AND AWESOME

NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—‘Every Man” is 
said to be the oldest play, and it prob- 
ably is, for it certainly has less of the 
present-day drama about it than anything 
ever seen here. It is a morality play, and 
was presented by a eompany of English 
players, directed by Ben Greel, who, it is 
assumed, is acting under the auspices of 
the Elizabethan Stage Society of London. 

Tc lessen the shock to the _ religious 
scruples of the community it was given 


last night at Mende'ssohn Hall. But it was 
presented for profit and therefore, to all 
intents and purposes, it was a purely dra- 
matic representation.% 

It was witnessed by a rather small au- 
dience, which contained a meager sprin- 
kling of churchmen, with a strange mixture 
of curiuvsity and awe. One clergyman 
f.ankly stated after the performance that 
while he could not directly condemn it as 
sacrilegious, he believed it would be con- 
He probably con- 
fessed a conservative view of the facts. 

It was something weird, urcanny, awe- 
some and creepishly unique. It was the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries, with 
all their religious superstitions transplanted 
into the new world. It was both within 
and without the church and religion. 

There was no curtain and no footlights. 
The actors—both men and women—walked 
out into the audience. They made their 
entrances and exits from a door at the side 
of the auditorium, brushing garments with 
the audience as they passed. They were 
barefooted and sandaled. Behind a griil, 
high and to the left of the proscenium 
and illumined with green ge was the 
deity, who spoke in measured tones. There 
were prayers and supplications, the sacra- 


angels. They differed from similar repre- 
sentations in the ‘“‘Passion Play’’ at Ober- 
ammergau because they were there solely 
for the money there is in it. 

The name of no actor was on the pro- 
gram, but the actcrs, 17 in number, are 
enumerated. The play, which lasted one 
hour and 40 minutes, was entirely alle- 
xorical and in its favor it must be said 
that it was acted with great ~~ and 
skill in its essentials. In brief, it told of 
the fate of man on the earth.

The Conditions Bearish, Outside Small 
Contract Stocks—Corn and Oats

After strenuous bulling all day wheat 
closed with sellers only 4%@c above the 
close of the day before. As this was the 
December option, which is generally be- 
lieved to be “cornered” in the St. Louls 
market, because the amount of contract 
grade in sight here is small, such a small 


gain in price Was not a bit encouraging for 
those wha have ‘“tailed’’ on to the prospec- 
tive ‘“‘corner. The other domestic markets 
did not back up the bull turn in 8t. Louis, 
and the market information from increas- 
ing supplies to poor foreign demands and 
unresponsive cables, was not calculated to 
arouse bullish enthuslasm. The coarse 
grains were inclined to drag, corn being in- 
fluenced by magnificent weather and oats 
following corn.

NO PLACE FOR POLITICS 


PROFESSORS MUST NOT GO ON 
THE STUMP. 


No Exclusive Social Castes Are to 
Arise—Must Help Deserv- 


ing Poor. 
Special to the Post-D spatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—Mrs. Jane 
Lathrop Stanford has shown herself to 
be most wise and broad-minded in planning 
out the future of Leland Stanford, Jr., 
University. Her recent address to the trus- 
tees, In which she made plain the manner 
in which the institution is to be con- 
ducted for all time, is an assembling of her 


most mature opinions concerning the best 
uses tc which shall be put the splendid 
property and immense sums of money with 
which she and her husband, the late Sen- 
ator Leland Stanford, have set aside for 
educational pu 


Ss. 
The university is said to be the richest 


educational institution in this country, but 


for six of the ten years of its existence it 
had a hard fight, day by day, to Keep its 
doors open. ‘This was due to the hard 
times of 1893, when the endowment lands 
that Senator Stanford, who had just died, 
believed would yield qa large revenue, and 
his estate became involved in litigation 
that prevent@d a disbursement of its mill- 
ions by the widow. 

The tide eventually turned, and Mrs. 
Stanford made even more generous pro- 
visions for the great monument reared to 
her dead son. Iiere are some of the more 
important phases of her directions to the 
fifteen trustees, made, she notes, so that, 
after her death, when the management of 
the university devolves upon the trustees, 
no doubts will arise “as to my inten- 
tions.’’ 

“The university must be forever main- 
tained upon a strict non-partisan and non- 
sectarian basis. It must never become an 
instrument in the hands of any political 
party or any religious sect or organization. 
I believe that the moral and religious de- 
velopment of the university will be bet- 
ter accomplished if entirely free from all 
denominational alliances, however slight 
the bond may be. 

The services in the Memorial Church 
must be simple and informal in charac- 
ter, and the theological questions, services 
and observances upon which the sects dif- 
fer should not be entered upon, so that 
members of every church may worship and 
receive instruction therein not inconsistent 
with their individual beliefs. Provision has 
been made whereby all those who love our 
Lord Jesus Christ may partake of the 
Lord’s supper at stated intervals in the 
Memorial Church. Attendance at religious 
services shall be entirely optional, and no 
profession of religious faith or bellef shall 
be exacted of any one for any purpose. 

‘TI desire that the university shall be 
forever kept out of politics, and that no 
professor shall electioneer among or seek 
to dominate other professors or the stu- 
dents for the success of any political party 
or candidate in any political contest. 

“IT hope that every voter. whether pro- 
fessor or student, will always thoroughly 
inform himself upon every principle in- 
volved, and as to the merits of every can- 
didate seeking his suffrage, and then vote 
according to his own best judgment and 
conscience, irrespective of any importu- 
nity, since it is possible that cases might 
arise where a mere suggestion might be 
understood to be a covert demand. 

“It has been the wegen J of universities 
that their professors rarely take the pub- 
lic rostrum in political campaigns. The 
very infrequency of their having done so 
would seem to prove that there is some 
sound reason why they should not. The 
reason, I think, is not far to find. When 
a professor speaks to a public audience, 
the audience is gathered together, to some 
extent at least, because he is a professor 
of a ye hi dons f Whether they should do 
so or not, his hearers consider that he ap- 
pears as a representative of the univer- 
sity of which he {s a professor, and, there- 
fore voices its views and sentiments.

SAMAR 13 ENJOYING PEACE 


Gen. Grant Says Americans May Go 
Anywhere Now Without Fear of 
Molestation. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—Speaking of 
conditions on the Island of Samar, Gen. 
Fred Grant, who has just returned from 
the Philippines, said in an interview: 

‘Samar is enjoying the first period of 
peace that it has ever known and I am 


entirely satisfied that the inliabitants of 
the islands will not attempt to make any 
further trouble for our government. 

‘Now that they have been forced by the 
stress of military operations to cease their 
hostilities, the natives for the most part 
are absolutely contented with the new or- 
der of things. 

“When I first went to Samar it was a 
case of fight our way everywhere and pro- 
tect yourself while so doing. A _ soldier 
could not venture much out of hailing dis- 
tance of even the conquered towns without 
being set upon and killed by savage na- 
tives. Now an American can go anywhere, 
and go unarmed. 

“The Moros, of course, will commit acts 
of depredation now and again, but it needs 
only a strong police force to hold them in 
check. <A little trouble may also be ex- 
pected from the natives of the Sulu group, 
who are more ignorant than those on the 
other tsla;.ds."’ *
